mance of Valerie; we scarcely ever witnessed so much enthusiasm 
within the walis of a Theatre, as was evinced by the crowded and 
splended audience assembled at her Benefit on Monday evening. These 
interesting performers finish the number advertised on Friday; but, 
we believe, one night more willl be given to the admirers of the French 
drama, which will certainly be the Jast, as the congée of Mademoiselle 
Mars and Mons. Armand does not extend beyond the end of the month. 


Mr. Ebers, in his “‘ Seven Years of the King’s Thestre,” gives the 
following anecdote of Madame Camporese :—* An intimate acquain- 
tapce waited on her one day to make a request. In the hospital for 
the insane, & man was confined literally fanatico per musica ; he had 
‘lost his senses by. the failure of an Opera, in which the labour of the 
Cotafoser was gredter than the excellence of his music. This pnfor- 
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tunate had, by some accident, heard of Camporese, whose fame filed 
the-city, and immedistely conceived an ungovernable wish to hear her. 
For awhile his representations passed annoticed ; he grew ungoverna- 
ble, and had to be fastened in his bed. In this state Camporese’s friend 
had beheld him. She was dressing for an evening party when this 
representation was made to her - she paused a moment on hearing it ; 
then, throwing a cloak over her shoulders, said, ‘ Come then !’—* Whi- 
ther ?’—* To the Aspodale.’—* But why ? there is no occcsion to go 
now—to-morrow, or the next day.’"—* To-morrow—no, indeed! if I 
can do this poor man good, let me go instantly ;’ and they went.— 
Being shewn into 2 room, seperated from that of the waniac only by a 
thin wal], Camporese began to sing one of Haydu’s melodies. The 
attendants in the next room observed their patient suddenly become 
less violent, then composed, at last he burst into tears. ‘The singer 
now entered ; she sat down, and sanz again. When she had concluded, 
the poor composer took from under his bed a torn sheet of paper, 
scored with an air of his own composition, and handed it to her.— 
There were no words, and nothing in the musie ; bat Camporese, run- 
ning it over, sang it to some words of Metastasio, with such sweet- 
ness, that the music seemed excellent. ‘ Sing it to me once wore,’ said 
the maniac.’ She did so, and departed, accompanied by his prayers, 
and the tears of the spectators.
